1 . THE WORLD CONFERENCE AGAINST APARTHEID, RACISM, AND 
COLONIALISM IN SOUTHERN AFRICA, HELD IN LISBON JUNE 16-19, 

APPROVED THREE MAJOR DOCUMENTS IN ITS FINAL PLENARY SESSION: 

A FINAL RESOLUTION, A GENERAL DECLARATION, AND AN ACTION 
PROGRAM. REFTELS REPORTED ON THE FIRST TWO DOCUMENTS. 

THIS CABLE FOCUSES ON THE ACTION PROGRAM, A DOCUMENT CONTAINING 
67 RECOMMENDATIONS FOR ACTION AGAINST WHITE MINORITY REGIMES 
IN SOUTHERN AFRICA. THE RECOMMENDATIONS CAN BE BROKEN DOWN 
INTO SEVEN MAIN CATEGORIES. HIGHLIGHTS OF TEXT FOLLOW. 

2. SUPPORT TO THE LIBERATION MOVEMENTS: 

- "STRENGTHEN FULL POLITICAL, MORAL AND MATERIAL SUPPORT 
TO THE LEGITIMATE REPRESENTATIVES OF THE PEOPLES OF SOUTHERN 
AFRICA-AFRICAN NATIONAL CONGRESS OF SOUTH AFRICA, PATRIOTIC 
FRONT OF ZIMBABWE AND SOUTH WEST AFRICAN PEOPLES ORGANIZATION 
OF NAMIBIA." 

"PROVIDE DIRECT FINANCIAL AND MATERIAL ASSISTANCE TO THE 
LIBERATION MOVEMENTS." IN PART, TO BE HANDLED THROUGH PUBLIC 
UNCLASSIFIED 
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COLLECTIONS AND SOLIDARITY FUNDS. 

3. DIPLOMATIC ACTIONS AGAINST THE MINORITY REGIMES: 

- "ENSURE TERMINATION IMMEDIATELY OF ALL DIPLOMATIC, CONSULAR 
AND OTHER OFFICIAL RELATIONS WITH THE RACIST REGIMES OR 
REFRAIN FROM ESTABLISHING SUCH RELATIONS AND CONDEMN ALL 
GOVERNMENTS WHICH CONTINUE TO MAINTAIN THESE RELATIONS AND 
EXCHANGES." 

- "ENSURE SUSPENSION OF ALL CULTURAL, EDUCATIONAL, SPORTING 
AND OTHER EXCHANGES WITH THE RACIST REGIMES." 

- "DEMAND THE EXPULSION OF SOUTH AFRICA FROM THE UN." 

"FRUSTRATE THE COLLABORATION OF THE REACTIONARY REGIMES IN 
LATIN AMERICA ESPECIALLY CHILE, URUGUAY, PARAGUAY, BRAZIL AND

- "REJECT AND CATEGORICALLY DENOUNCE ALL THE MANEUVERS SUCH 
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AS THE SO-CALLED TURNHALLE CONSTITUTIONAL TALKS;" "ENGAGE

- RECOGNIZING THEIR MUTUAL "COLONIAL AND RACIST" NATURE,

SUPPLY OF FUNDS, LOANS, CREDITS, FOREIGN EXCHANGE, TRADE AND

WHITE EMIGRATION TO SOUTH AFRICA, ZIMBABWE, AND NAMIBIA, AND 
REFUSE TO MANUFACTURE, TRANSPORT, AND HANDLE CARGOES AND MILITARY 
EQUIPMENT FOR THESE COUNTRIES. THE CONFERENCE FAVORS AN 
INTERNATIONAL DOCK WORKERS' BOYCOTT OF SOUTH AFRICAN IMPORTS 
PARTICULARLY OF PERISHABLE GOODS, SUCH AS FOOD." 

- ENACT LEGISLATION TO PROTECT TRADE UNIONS ENGAGING IN 
THE ABOVE FROM HARASSMENT. 

7. INFORMATION AND PROPAGANDA MEASURES: 

- ENSURE "WIDEST POSSIBLE DISSEMINATION OF INFORMATION OF 
THE STRUGGLE FOR LIBERATION IN SOUTHERN AFRICA AND ON THE 
SITUATION IN THE COUNTRIES WITH RACIST REGIMES" BY COOPERATING 
WITH INTERNATIONAL ORGANIZATIONS AND PROVIDING ENCOURAGEMENT 
AND ASSISTANCE TO INFORMATION MEDIA. 

- " ORGANIZE THE TRIPS OF THE DELEGATIONS OF THE LIBERATION 
MOVEMENTS..." 

"PROVIDE BROADCASTING FACILITIES TO SOUTHERN AFRICAN
